THE LARGEST HOTEL IN THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


Montreal’s palatial new hotel, The 
Mount Royal the largi st hotel in the 
British Empire, will be formally open¬ 
ed on Wednesday, Decemger 20. The 
erection of this new hotel formed one 
of the largest building enterprises of 
the American continent during the 
past -year. Almost an entire yeaj was 
required for the work, during which 
time more than 1,600 men have been 
employed on the site. The Mount 
Royal is a most imposing example of 
_Georgian architecture, for which the 
materials used were granite, buff stone 
and light buff brick. It is ten stones 
high and cover a site of 306x227 feet, 
said to be the largest floor space of 
any hotel in America. The interior' 
design is in Italian Renaissance, 
which treatment is also carried out in 
nishings and decorations. Some idea 
the design and coloring* of the fur- 
of the magnitude of this new hotel 


may be obtained from a few of the 
details of statistics„as supplied by the 
architects. The electric wiring for the 
building required approximately 160 
miles of wire, enclosed in 60 miles of 
conduit. The telephone system has- 
capacity for, some 2,000 stations, 
(equal to the service requirements of 
a city of 10,000 population). There 
are several public service rooms, such 
as the main dining room, lobby, ball 
room and banquet hall with floor 
space comparable with that of the 
larger ice hockey rinks, and the hotel 
has its own artesian wells with a capa¬ 
city of 7,200 gallons of water an hour. 
A clever idea in connection with the 
design of the building is the floor ar¬ 
rangement. Above the third floor the 
building forms a double letter “H”. 
making every guest room an "outside 
room.

Tree 
repairing is a science in itself and 
nowadays, especially in the eastern 
sections of this country and the Unit¬ 
ed States, men specially trained for;

trees that threaten to split in 
two, fixing up trees that have been 
damaged by wind~ lighting, live stock 
or the carelessness of man. Tree re¬ 
pairing has become a profession and 
at least one school has been establish¬ 
ed for teaching the work. Anyone re¬ 
quiring a working knowledge of the 
business could acquire a good deal of 
information from the bulletin men¬ 
tioned. It is free for the asking from 
the Director of Forestry, Department 
of the Interiorf Ottawa.

IS food for thought in the re¬ 
cently issued 49th Annual Report of 
Criminal Statistics for Canada. 

It is shown the number of people in 
Canada who report themselves as hav¬ 
ing no religion, make up only 0.4 per 
cent, of the population. Yet this 
small proportion of the population is 
resmjnsible for 19.3 or nearly 1-5 of 
the total number of serious crimes in 
the country. Those who are classed as 
belonging to other denominations” 
than the leading religious bodies are 
9 per cent, of the population, but these 
are chargeable with 13.4 per cent of 
the crime. That is, from these two 
classes comes 32.7 per cent, or appro¬ 
ximately 1-3 of the crime dealt with 
in, our courts of law. 

On the other hand, the Anglicans, 
Baptists, Methodists and Presby¬ 
terians, who make up 60.3 of the popu¬ 
lation, or a little more than a half, 
are responsible for only 31.4, or sub¬ 
stantially less than 1-3 of the crime

In the past twenty-one years, the 
Canadian Government has distributed 
nearly sixty and a half million seed¬ 
lings and cuttings. Beautiful green 
growing thriving trees surround many 
prairie farm homes, imparting shade 
in summer, giving shelter in winter to 
farm stock, and- furnishing additional 
touches to the surrounding landscape. 
Their economic value must not be un¬ 
derestimated. The Dominion Govern¬ 
ment’s work on the prairies has re¬ 
sulted in the establishment of forty 
thousand shelter-belts which are 
valued by the farm owners at from 
$500 to $5,000 each, with an average 
value of about $1,000.

MILLIONS SAVED FOR FARMERS 


In next week’s issue we publish the 
December school reports which 
brought the fall term to a close.

The 1922 exportable crop of West¬ 
ern Canada amounts to 300,000,000 
bushels—200,000,000 of this should 
come via Vancouver. By any method 
of calculation it costs ten cents less 
per bushel to ship wheat via Van¬ 
couver than by any other route, there¬ 
fore the saving available to Western 
Canada’s farmers amounts to not lesg 
than $20,000,000. Western Canada’s 
farmers are today not securing the ad¬ 
vantage of any saving on the Pacific 
Coast route because elevator com¬ 
panies using Vancouver are paying 
farmers on the basis of Fort William 
prices. With the shipping of 100,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat via this port, it 
is certain that a Grain Exchange will 
be established in Vancouver. Ships 
will make low rates to this port when 
assured of return cargo, so that Van¬ 
couver should distribute European 
goods as far East as Winnipeg. It 
costs Western Canada’s farmers at 
least 8 cents per bushel from close to 
open of, navigation. Money spent on 
lumber for lining ships in Vancouver 
will realize a profit to ship owners 
because of the increased price at 
destination.

PROFIT ON HOGS 


In a recent issue of your paper re¬ 
ference was made tt> a farmer in the 
feace River country making a profit 
of $1,200 on one car of hogs, consist¬ 
ing of 84 hogs. I wash, to take ex¬ 
ception to the statement, remarked 
E. C. Sanders of Loch Sloy district to 
The Times man. At 9% cents per lb. 
the total amount record would be 
$1,372.66. It has been my experience 
that it costs approximately about 
5 cents a lb. to finish a 200-lb. hog un¬ 
der normal conditions, which would 
mean $722.40 for the 84 hogs in ques¬ 
tion. Then there is the freight, com¬ 
mission fees, yardage and labor in 
connection with the feeding of these 
hogs not accounted for. No, the Peace 
River farmer did not make the above 
profit or nothing like It.

These things In 
turn will help to conserve the world’s 
coal supply, which is in danger of be¬ 
ing used too rapidly in our moderfl en¬ 
terprises. So that we can see that 
even strikes may serve useful pur¬ 
poses never dreamed of by those who 
promote them. It we haven’t sense 
enough to practice reforestation and

At no time does it pay to market 
poultry -in an unfinished condition, and 
this year, when the prioee offered are 
unusually low, this applies more than 
ever, writes F. C. Elford, Dominion' 
Foil try Husbandman at Ottawa Ex¬ 
perimental Farm. 

With the low prices thin birds will 
not bring enough to pay for the trou¬ 
ble of handling, to say nothing of the 
cost of feed In some cases there will 
be no sale for them at any price. 
Well fleshed birds are the only kind' 
for which there will be a demand this' 
fall, so if it is only for the sake of be-1 
ing able to sell, make sure that the 
birds are well fatted and in prime con¬ 
dition. 

Even if there was a ready market 
for all' kinds of birds, as has been the 
case for several years, the fact re¬ 
mains that one can produce a fat bird 
at less cost, per lb. than he can pro¬ 
duce a thin bird. In other words the 
“finishing” is, for the fanner, the 
cheapest part in the production of the 
bird, and if both fat and thin birds 
sold for the same price (which is not 
the case) it would still pay to "flesh 
up.” ■ 

Experiments on crate fattening 
conducted by the-Poultry Division, Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, furnish the 
following data: Sixty cockerels were 
put into feeding crates and fed for 
three weeks; these birds were weighed 
when put in and averaged nearly 
4% lb. each or 268 lbe. in all. They 
were fed five different mixtures (in 
order to determine the best) composed 
of mash mixed with buttermilk, at the 
rate of 1 lb. of the mash to 2 lbs. of 
the milk. They ate 369 lbs. of the 
meal and double that amount of but¬ 
termilk at a cost of $10.22 and gained 
in live weight 117 lbs., the dressed 
weight of,the birds when Wiled being 
348 pounds. 

The birds upon going into the crate 
were worth on the market'15c per lb. 
or $40.20. The price received for them 
when fatted was 25c per lb. or a total 
of $87.00. With the Jcost of feed de¬ 
ducted there was an actual gain of 
$36.98. It took a trifle over 3 lbs. of 
the dry meal to make 1 lb. of gain in 
flesh, and of the five rations used the 
best results were secured from a mix¬ 
ture of equal parts finely ground oats 
(hulls removed) corn meal and ground 
buckwheat mixed with double the 
amount of milk. In this feed the cost

| from an aeroplane—is now in daily 
use in weetern Canada. It is the 
sequel to experiments carried out in 
England since the war. 

Radio-telephony was first tested by 
the air board pilots under the direc¬ 
tion of the officers of the royal Cana¬ 
dian corps of signals of the depart¬ 
ment of militia and defense a few 
weeks ago over the great forest areas 
known as the Bow and Crow Reserves 
in the foothills of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains. The tests were an encouraging

During the war aeroplanes were I 
equipped with wireless telegraph sets. 
It was then considered quite a won¬ 
derful invention, but now with radio¬ 
telephony it is regarded as old fash¬ 
ioned. The latter is the result of ex¬ 
periments carried out successfully by 
the royal air force in England. 

Last year the air board 'of Canada 
carried wireless operators on the 
planes doing duty over the Bow and 
Crow Reserves. These operators used 
ordinary wireless telegraph sets and 
would send written or verbal messages 
back to the ground station at High 
River. This was never satisfactory 
for the reasons thg.t the extra pas¬ 
senger made the plane hard to manage 
in the wind currents over the moun¬ 
tains; that communication between the 
pilot and the wineless operator was 
never very good, and a large wireless 
telegraph staff was required, making 
the cost of communication high: 

When the air board was amalgamat¬ 
ed with the department of militia and 
defense this year and the royal Cana¬ 
dian corps of ^signals took over all 
communication work for the depart¬ 
ment consideration was given to the 
possibility of Installing radio-tele¬ 
phone sets on the planes to be oper¬ 
ated by the pilot himself and so ob¬ 
viate practically of the difficulties 
associated with t wireless telegraphy. 
Some small type radio-telephone sets 
designed by the R.A.F. were pur¬ 
chased in England and sent to ^Righ

RUSSIA NEEDS GRAIN 


Formerly Known as XL Market 


Russia will have a shortage of at 
least 1,000,000 torfs~''of cereals this 
winter, according to the international 
commission on Russian relief headed 
by Dr. Fridtjof Nansen. Reports to 
the commission from Russian sources 
declare that, as a result of this short¬ 
age. Food relief will be required for 
8,000,000 people while the soviets 
themselves cannot support more than 
2,260,000. The importation into Rus¬ 
sia of at least a million head of live¬ 
stock, especially horses which -have 
decreased 50 per cent., is considered 
necessary to reconstitute the economic 
situation of the country.
